of the Board of Supervisors to give

equipment In Individual policies. 


"Upon coming into offlce the pres- 


ent board appointed 
an 
Insurance 


committee and this committee after 
a study ot the question decided that 
the better policy would be to stop in- 
suring Individually and adopt the 
fleet policy covering ail county trucks 
and automobile*, which would cost 
less and give the same protection." 


Judge Culloton said that by the 


adoption of this Insurance plan the 
Democrats had nar«d the county 
"about $10.000 In premiums." 


"Since March 5. when Mr. Louth- 


ran was reinstated there has been 
added to the county equipment cer- 
tain automobiles and trucks." said 
Judee Cultoton. "and in placing In-

projects which will have of necessity 
to be constructed in the Allure, 
which if the city offered to pay a rea- 
sonable share of the expenses, in all 
probability these projects would be 
approved and men could be put to 
work 
Immediately. 
Among these 


projects are the extension of our 
water line to the city limits on Hur- 
ley avenue where property owners 
are waiting for this construction in 
order to build homes which will be 
supplied with city water; the con- 
struction of a line along Wrentham 
street, where residents are willing to 
>uy our water at a profit and which 
water we have In abundance to sell; 
he fencing of Cooper Lake where 
respassera are contaminating our 
water supply; the protecting of pipe- 
ines at stream crossings and the fli- 
ng of the basin of the Blnnewater 
reservoir, where filtered and treated 


ater is leaking to waste in large 


quantities. 


Two major facts should be borne 


n mind «y the r^ple, namely that 
unwise projects 1.1 the construction 


f which Kingston \vill not assume a 
air share of the expense involved 
nd where the construction of the 
>roject will reflect, discredit upon 
nyone who approves, have not and 


will not be approved. Further that 


reasonable projects 
backed by 


ommon sense and some Kingston 
money are not proposed our city will 
ose its share of Federal aid and the 
oss will have to be made up by the 
a\payers in home relief. 


It would seeni an opportune time 


o drop partisan politics and exercise 
ntelligent cooperation in the inter- 
st of both the taxpayers and those 
who badly need employment.
